House and senate leaders are split 
among themselves as to the necessity 
for an extra session arter March 4 
end hence are unable to agree on the 
two most important points 
of

program— tariff and farm legislation. 
The senate will start up with the 
much-filibustered Boulder Dam bill 
as the unfinished business. 
Senator 
Hiram Johnson of 
California,

author of the measure, is here but 
says he does not know yet what he 
will do about revising the bill in ac­ 
cordance with the suggestions of in­ 
vestigating engineers. 
Speaker Longporth of the house is 
©gainst the proposed special session 
and wants to put a farm hill through 
now'. 
Rep. Tilson. house leader, re­ 
gards an extra session necessary for 
tariff revision. Senator Horah, lead­ 
ing Hoover campaigner, wants farm 
legislation delayed until a 
special 
session. 
There seems to be no objection to 
the anti-war treaty and the naval 
cruiser bill, hut procedure as to pre­ 
cedence on them Is very

doubt .because of the vagueness of 
the Boulder Dam fight which must 
come first.

Denver, Colo.. Nov. 28.—IL’.R)—Farice 
King, 30, a nurse at the Denver Gen­ 
eral hospital, today allot and killed 
Patrolman M. K. Evans. a patient, 
and then probably fatally wounded 
herself. 
She left a note Haying she 
had been “wanting to do thin for five 
years.” 
The nurse shot Evans through the 
head as he slept. 
Evans and the girl 
had been sweethearts before he was 
married more than IO years ago, she 
said. 
The nurse, suffering from a wound 
In her breast, probably will not live 
throughout the day, physicians said. 
The shooting occurred in the fire­ 
men's and policemen's ward 
where 
Evans was recovering from a wound 
received the night of Nor. 21 when he 
was shot while trying to arrest two 
burglar suspects in a Denver rooming 
bouse.

I.ord Dawson’s statement was con­ 
tained in a letter to

sponse to a request from the cabinet 
that It be informed In detail of the 
king's exact condition. 
“ My dear home secretary: 
“ I gather from you that the cabi­ 
net wish a more detailed opinion of 
His Majesty’s illness than is contain­ 
ed in the daily bulletins. 
Will you 
th^efore Inform them as follows: 
“The king Is suffering from an 
inflammation 
(congestion) of 
the 
right lung with 
extensive 
plastic 
{pleurisy of the right side which is a 
painful condtion. 
Such 
infection 
must from its nature be serious. 
"In all illnesses of this character 
there must he anxiety which 
will 
continue for the present, but I am 
happy to say that the king passed a 
quieter night. 
The condition of his 
lung shows some improvement. 
His 
strength is maintained. 
‘So’ far, then, the illness is being 
controlled, Its forces lessened, and its 
symptoms alleviated and I hope its 
duration will be curtailed. 
"Dawson of Penn." 
Lord Dawson's statement revealed 
for the first time what had been gen­ 
erally suspected, that the king 
is 
suffering 
from 
plastic 
pleurisy, 
which frequently accompanies pneu­ 
monia.

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE months ago published his Thanksgiving 
proclamation. * On last Sunday evening the Pregident introduced 
an innovation, he read his proclamation as a part of a Thanks­ 
giving day radio program from his study in the White House. 
Recognizing the good Ihings that have come to the people of 
the United States during the last year, the President in his pro­ 
clamation gave thanks “for the blessings which the giver of all 
good and perfect gifts has bestowed upon us.’' 
The proclamation declared that the nation as a whole had 
lieen free from pestilence and disaster and had been directed in 
the way of national prosperity. 
“Our fields have been abundantly productive; our industries 
Rave flourishd; our commerce has increased*, w^ges have been 
lucrative, and contentment have followed the pursuit of honest 
toil.” 
In the spiritual side of life, as well as in material things, the 
proclamation also noted a growth and expansion. 
“We have enlarged our charities and our m issions,” said the 
President. 
“We have been imbued with high ideals which have 
operated for the benefit of the world and the promotion of the 
brotherhood of man through peace and good will.” 
Governor Christianson, in his proclamation said that “No­ 
vember has become the month of Thanksgiving in the American 
calendar. 
We have just observed, with rejoicing and reverence, 
the anniversary of the Armistice which ended the World war; re­ 
joicing because of the promise of permanent peace which loomed 
brighter as fighting ceased; reverent for the many who gave their 
lives or who sacrificed health though still living. 
“Approaching now is November’s special day of gratitude. 
There are many reasons why the people of the United States this 
year are preparing to observe in truly grateful spirit this holiday 
hallowed by national custom since tho days of the Pilgrims. 
“In material well-being this nation continues fortunate. There 
has been progress in the cultivation of the spiritual values whose 
profession strengthens and preserves as a people. 
“In the field of government, we have again demonstrated our 
ability to make decisions on public issues without abiding bitter­ 
ness and in the right of each citizen’s desire best to serve his 
country. 
“Let us, therefore, be guided by the wise precepts of the 
philosopher who said: ‘Many favors which God gives us ravel out 
for want of hemming, through our own 
unthankfulness; for 
though prayer purchases blessings, giving praise does keep the 
quiet possession of. them.’ 
“Let us observe Thanksgiving day in that spirit iii our homes, 
in our places of worship and wherever we gather. 
lad the flag of 
our country be displayed in all the community for Minnesota as 
a symbol of the gratitude which our state and nation feels.”

Dairymen must brat answer that ( 
question lf they are to succeed In de- , 
v eloping a good herd of cows, It seem* 
to O. L. Blackman, extension special­ 
ist In animal husbandry at the Ohio 
State university. 
Writing in Hie monthly letter to Ohio 
dair>men in the 21) co-operative cow ii 
tasting associations in the stat**. M r.1 
Blackman presents the problem this! 
w ay: 
"Probably the flr-t necessity for tiny 
constructive breeder is to establish 
In his own mind the type of cows he 
Is aiming to produce. The several na­ 
tional dairy breed ss soc I* Hods h av e 
recognized till* fact, 
and Iii 
some 
rase* have spent thousands of dollars 
to establish this ty p e and to fix it 
Iii troth models and pictures. 
"Every 
practical 
dairyman 
recog­ 
nizes that Hie purpose of the dairy cow 
Is to produce large quantities of milk 
and fat economically, and besides 11»>-* 
to produce her likeness almost an ­ 
nually, and to continuo to perform 
both functions until ripe obi age. 
"Sires, accordingly, must come from 
cow * with these characterist)cs, 
o f 
our re, In order to produce really great 
animals Hie Immediate dams Iii tire 
hen! as veil as tin* sires must lo* 
good individuals. And the longer one 
constructively breed**, Hie fewer culls 
should appear, since the Immediate 
sires and dams have a larger Influence 
on the progeny than animals farther 
h a c k ” 


Feeds for Use in Winter 
Require Attention Now 
H ay crop* have t» en making a gal­ 
lant fight for recovery, hut the handi­ 
cap Imposed by unfavorable w eather 
last winter ami last spring is too great 
to be fully overcome. 
It therefore be­ 
hoot-** duiry farmers lo arrange for 
supplies of feed so th a t they may be 
on tbe safe side when winter cornett. 
Andrew Boss, vice director of the 
Minnesota experiment station, advises 
farmers who foresee a hay shortage to 
begin making contracts now for w inter 
supplies. 
It is probable that Hie price 
wilt be high, lie say * but nothing Is 
likely to he gained by wailing, 
lit 
fact, the trend may be.higher and lie 
who walls may have to pay more. 
"I.ive stock can be wintered on good 
d e a n straw ami on corn fodder or 
corn silage, especially lf they arc sup­ 
plemented with Iii grit protein feeds," 
says Professor Ho*h. 
"Good quality 
hay i s of course, hest for keeping up 
tin* production 
of 
dairy cows, but 
plenty of straw and corn fodder is* 
much belier t im ii im* feed at all, 
"Prospects arc good for a corn crop. 
Straw is clean aud if it is well cared 
for will make excellent feed. 
A little 
extra attention to curing and preserv­ 
ing tho straw and corn fodder crop* 
may be the best way out of the pros­ 
pective feed shortage. 
Attention to 
the.-.* details during the summer ami 
early fall may save a lot of worry next 
W Inter.” 


Seoul’s in Young Calves 
Caused by Indigestion 
D iarrhea or scours 
in 
calves i< 
caused by indigestion which may be 
brought on by overfeeding or by feed­ 
ing milk irregularly, 
lf the diarrhea 
is not checked it becomes chronic and 
Ie hard to cure. 
When a severe case 
of scours comes on, the feed should In* 
reduced at once. Give three ounces cd 
castor oil in a pint of milk to clean 
out the bowels. 
Follow this by giving 
a teaspoonful of a m ixture of one part 
s a id and two p arts of subnitrate of 
bismuth three times daily for two or 
til roe days. 
It will Im* well lf the calf gets some 
fresh milk twice a day, say a gallon 
ut a time, Just as it comes from tho 
cow. Take one-imlf ounce of formalin 
and mix it with ltt% ounces of w ater; 
mix one teaspoonful of the solution 
with euch pint of milk the calf is fed. 
lf you feed a gallon at a time add 
eight, teaspoonfuls of the formalin sn- 
hit ital to tin* milk. 
It will he well to 
continue feeding milk until the bowels 
are normal again. 
Do not overfeed, ami the feed the 
calf gets must be the best quality.

SAYS DAIRYMAN 


In Hazing Tragedy:

Do you know wdiat you want? 
Dairymen must first answer that 
question if they are to succeed In de­ 
veloping a good herd of cows, It seems 
to O. L. Blackman, extension special­ 
ist in animal husbandry at tin* Ohio 
Slate university. 
Writing in the monthly letter to Ohio 
dairymen in the 21) co-operative cow 
testing associations in the state, Mr. 
Blackman presents the problem this 
way: 
“Probably the first necessity for any 
constructive breeder is to establish 
in Ids own mind the type of cows lie 
is aiming to produce. The several na-1 
lienal dairy breed associations have! 
recognized this fact, and in some 
cases have spent thousands of dollars, 
to establish tills type and to fix it' 
in both models and pictures. 
“Every 
practical dairyman recog­ 
nizes that the purpose of the dairy cow­ 
ls to produce large quantities of milk 
and fat economically, and besides this 
to produce ber likeness almost an-1 
minify, and to continue to perform 
both functions until ripe old age. 
“Sires-, accordingly, must come from 
cows with these characteristics. 
Of 
course, in order to produce really great 
animals tile immediate dams in the 
herd as well as the sires must be 
good individuals. And the longer onei 
constructively breeds, the fewer culls 
should appear, since the immediate! 
sires and dams have a larger influence 
on the progeny than animals farther 
back."

WAHI AOS W HG KKSULT8 


Feeds for Use in Winter 
Require Attention Now 
Hay crofts have been making a gal­ 
lant fight for recovery, but Hie handi­ 
cap imposed by unfavorable weather- 
last winter and last spring is too great 
to be fully overcome. IL therefore be­ 
hooves dairy farmers to arrange for 
supplies of feed so (lint they may be 
on the safe side when winter comes. 
Andrew Boss, vice director of the 
Minnesota experiment station, advises 
farmers who foresee a hay shortage to 
begin making contracts now for wittier 
supplies. If is probable that tire price 
will be high, be sa,ye, but nothing is 
likely to be gained by waiting, 
In 
fact, the trend may be*higher and be 
who waits may have to pay more. 
“Live stock can be wintered on good 
clean straw uml on corn fodder or 
corn silage, especially if they are sup­ 
plemented with high protein feeds," 
says Professor Ross. 
“Good quality 
hay is, of course, best for keeping up 
the production 
of 
dairy cows, but 
plenty of straw and corn fodder is 
much better than no feed at all. 
“Prospects are good f<*r ti corn crop. 
Straw is clean aud if it is well cared 
for will make excellent feed. 
A little 
extra attention to curing and preserv­ 
ing the straw and cont fodder crops 
nutty be the best way out of the pros­ 
pective feed shortage. 
Attention to 
these details during the summer and 
early fall may save a lot of worry next 
winter.’’ 


Scours in Young Calves 
Caused by Indigestion 
Diarrhea or scours 
in 
calves is 
caused by indigestion which may be 
brought tat by overfeeding or by reed­ 
ing milk Irregularly. 
If the diarrhea 
is not checked it becomes chronic and 
L hard to cure. 
When ti severe ease 
of scours comes on, the feed should be 
reduced tit once. Give three ounces cl 
castor oil in a pint of milk to clean 
out the bowels. Follow this by giving 
ti teaspoonful of a mixture of one part 
salol and two parts of subnitrate of 
bismuth three times daily for two or 
three days. 
It will ho well if tho calf gets some 
fresh milk twice a day, say a gallon 
at a time, just tis it comes from tho 
cow. Take ono-half ounce of formalin 
and mix it with lfi% ounces o f water; 
mix one teaspoonful of the solution 
with each pint of milk the calf is fed. 
lf you feed a gallon at a time add 
eight teaspoonfuls of the formalin str­ 
iation to the milk. 
It will be well to 
continue feeding milk until the bowels 
are normal again. 
Do not overfeed, and the feed the 
calf gets must be Ute best quality.
